Tho Provincial rurlininent of Miuil- 
toba waa prorogued on.tlio 23rd Fcbru- 
ary, and it does not appear to bavo 
been proroguod ouo day too soon to 
aroid a •amttshop.' In a dobalo, doriug 
the last day of tho session. Attorney 
G^eneral Clark mado a iurioua attack 
on Mr Donald A Smith, in tho courpo 
of which he aocnsod that gentleman of 
political treachery. Mr Smith, however, 
proved himself more than a match for 
the Attorney General.

About half an-bour before the 
time for prorogation, one of tho Attor- 
ney Genornl's thick-and-thin supporters 
introduced a motion tendering that 
gOQtleman tho Bpocial thanks of tho 
Housa lor liis conduct during 
the BOEBinu. TbiB waa but tho signal 
for a renewal of the Lojtilities of the 
former part of the day. All that Mr 
Smith bad previously said ho repealed, 
and tho A.loTUcy' Gt'tioral aUo rtlter- 
ntod h\s stalemcutE. Buforo the motiou 
could Lo Biibmittfcd the Iloneo was sum- 
moued by ibo Lieut-Governor to attend 
in tho Tiiroue Koom lor prorogation. 
Though the Governmentfaas tided over 
the session, it is believed that its reoon- 
Btruction will immediately commonco. 
It is snppot^cd the Attorney. General 
and Provincial Secretary will have 
to give way.
